SUBSIDIES FOR FOKEIGN CHAR. 
TERED STEAMERS, 

In view of an application by the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, says the Tokyo Asad, the 
authorities at the Communication Department 
have decided to grant Goverament subsidies to 
foreign steamers chartered by private com: 
panies in order to fill the gap caused by the 
war among our mercantile marine. This step 
istaken in accordance with the tegulations, 
now in force, Tegarding the grant of state aid 
to steamers, which grant can be bestowed oa 
foreign vessels when engaged in maintaining a 
Service that is in danger of suspenion, As to 
the amount of the subsidy to be yiven to these 
Steamers, our contemporary understands that

It may be 
taken for granted that local curves and irregu- 
larities too smal! to be shown increase these 
distances, 

In the western part of Siberia the line was a 
task of practically no difficulty, With the ex-
